“I sent him back t» school the’ next 
morning without beng vaccinated,” 
said Mr. Clowes, “as 1 do not believe 
in that so called cure all for every ill. 
He was sent back again. That same 
afternoon the deputy truant officer | 
came to my home and warned us we 
must send the boy:to school, 1 went 
to the prineipal of the school with 
Gordon, but was informed that the 
boy would not be allowed to attend} 
school untfl he had been vaccinated, | 
and [ would not allow that to happen | 
to him. The principal certified that | 
my son had been refused admission 
hecnuse of non-vaccination. The next | 
thing I knew, thé truant officer had | 
me summoned to the juvenile court 
because, as the information said, I 
‘neglected and had refused’ to send 
the boy to achool, The magistrate dis- 
missed the case, saying the prosecu- 
tion should be brought up in the po- | 
lice court under the health act. I have} 
been waiting since then for the health 
officer to take action, but nothing bas | 
happened, Now 1 want this board to! 
allow my boy to attend school untl! 
the courts can settle whether he has | 
to be vaccinated or not,” | 

Board Could Do Nothing. |
